In response to your request for a list of actions 
that the US might initiate whioh would be harmful to 
the Castro regine and which at the same time would be 
unlikely to provéke a "shooting" response, there is 


This list covers the diplomatioe 


political, economic, psychological and other fields, 


inoluding covert as well as overt actions, 


of specified policy objeotives. 
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Actions cgainst the Castro regime should be focussed upon three 
areas: 1) the regime's stability in Cubay 2) the regime's influence 
in the Homispheres and 3) the regime's relations with the Bloc. In 
these areas, we can 1) weaken the regimes 2) accelerate the regixe's 
diminishing influence in the Hemispheres; and 3) increase the cost to 
the Bloo of suctaining the regime. Since these objectives are ine 
terrelated, the specific courses of action we might undertake to ace 
complish the objectives would have maltiple effect, 


1. Isolate Cuba from the Hemisphere by achievings
